REMARKS 

Claims 1-50 are pending in the instant application. Claims 1-10, 22-33, and 45-50 have 
been rejected. Claims 11-21 and 34-44 have been objected to as depending firom rejected base 
claims but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claims and any intervening claims. The Applicant gratefully acloiowledges the 
Examiner's indication of allowability with respect to claims 11-21 and 34-44. Claims 1, 12-21, 
24, and 35-44 have been amended. Claims 2-11, 23, 25-34, and 45-50 have been cancelled 
without prejudice or disclaimer. The Applicant submits that claims 1,12-21, 24, and 35-44 are in 
condition for allowance and respectftilly requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
outstanding rejections. The Applicant further submits that this amendment made after Final 
Rejection is proper, as the amendments have been made to place the appUcation in condition for 
allowance. No new matter has been entered. 

Claim Rejections Under 35 US C SI 03 

Claims 1-10, 22-33, and 45-50 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
allegedly unpatentable over U.S. Publication No. 2004/0243922 to Sirota et al. (hereinafter 
"Sirota"). The Applicant has cancelled claims 2-10, 23, 25-33, and 45-50 rendering the 
rejections thereof moot. 

Independent claims 1 and 24 have been amended to include the features previously 
recited in what are now cancelled claims 1 1 and 34, respectively. As indicated by the Examiner, 
the features of claims 1 1 and 34 are not disclosed in the prior art. For at least this reason, the 
Applicant submits that claims 1 and 24 are patentable over Sirota. Claims 12 and 35 have been 
amended to provide proper antecedent basis. Claims 13-21 and 36-44 have been amended to 
provide non-substantive formalities. Thus, no new matter has been entered by these 
amendments. Claims 12-21 depend from what should be an allowable claim 1. Claims 35-44 
depend from what should be an allowable claim 24. For at least these reasons, the Applicant 
submits that claims 1, 12-21, 24, and 35-44 are in condition for allowance. Reconsideration and 
withdrawal of the outstanding rejections is respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 



It is believed that the foregoing amendments and remarks folly comply with the Office 
Action and that the claims herein should now be allowable to the Applicant. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and allowance is requested. It is submitted that the foregoing amendments and 
remarks should render the case in condition for allowance. 

Accordingly, as the cited references neither anticipate nor render obvious that which the 
applicant deems to be the invention, it is respectfoUy requested that claims 1, 12-21, 24, and 35- 
44 be passed to issue.
